A Suaep Swindler and Forcer.
F. Stewart had a hearing before Alderman

A search-warra- was issued, and a
quantity of the goods lound in the deleudant's
trunk at, his boarding-house- , Fourth and Arch
streets, and the balance traced to the auction
More, and to a tailor's store on Fifth street.
The testimonials proved to be forgeries. De-
fendant was committed ia default of $2000 bail
to answer the charge. He is believed to be an
old offender.
